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The attention of the Office is directed to the Patent Term Adjustment reported by the 
Office for the instant case. The reported PTA of 5 1 1 days is thought by Applicant to be at least 
347 days longer than appropriate, due to three sources of discrepancy. The first discrepancy is 
Applicant's Amendment filed on May 21, 2010 which was deemed to be non-compliant. This 
submission should likely be considered a reply having an omission requiring a reduction of PTA. 
The second discrepancy is due to the May 5, 201 1 Supplemental Amendment that was submitted 
by the Applicant. Finally, the third source of discrepancy is due to the USPTO's treatment of 
Applicant's submission of an August 6, 2009 Amendment following an Office Action dated 
March 6, 2009. Therefore, in total (i.e. 171 + 178 - 2 = 347), Applicants should have been 
awarded less days of PTA than the total awarded on the face of the patent due to the three 
discrepancies discussed above.
